T he I>eutsohland 
first

of Ju ly 9th, she slipped in thru the 
Virginia C’apeB to Baltimore. 
C aptain Koenig, w ho brought the 
vessel into New London today .was 
also h e r commander on her maiden 
voyage. The vessel reached her dock 
at B altim ore the n ig h t 
after 
she 
passed th ru the capes. 
She carried 
a valuable of dyestuffs on that trip, 
which constituted a record voyage 
for a c ra ft of the kind, approxim ate­ 
ly four thousand milos in sixteen 
days. 
T he Bubr.ea trad er started on her 
return trip August I, with a cargo 
of ru b b e r and nickel, dodged th ru a 
cordon of hostile w arships watching 
for h er outside the th re e mile limit 
and arriv ed safely off Bremen afte r 
a voyage of tw enty-three days. 
The submersible, under her own 
power, slid into a ‘‘p o c k et'’ that had 
been prepared for h e r at the w harf 
at 2 .3 5 o’clock. 
T h e craft's entry 
into th e harbor w as so silent th at 
only a few persons w er ©aware th a t 
she was there. 
C aptain Koenig said 
that th e boat originally was 
su p ­ 
posed to leave on O ctober I, but she 
was in ju re d in a collision and put 
bark to port, delaying her sailing ten 
days. 
The clearance papers were 
made o u t for “ B altim ore or any A t­ 
lantic p o rt.”

WASHINGTON,

SI.— Bids 
will be opened at the navy d ep art­ 
ment tomorrow for four scout cruis­ 
ers and twenty-seven coast type sub­ 
marines, leaving only proposals for 
four battle cruisers to he received 
before construction of all the 1917 
building program can begin.

The scout cruisers are a new type 
for the navy, designed to m ake a 
sustained speed of 35 knots.

Eighteenth State to Kau Sale of In­ 
toxicating Beverage*. 


Richmond, Va., Oct. 31.—-Virginia, 
the eighteenth state to ban the sale 
of intoxicating beverages, closed all 
saloons a t midnight tonight, com­ 
pleting a dry area 
iii 
the South 
reaching from W ashington to Jack­ 
sonville, to the East arni from W ash­ 
ington to New' Orleans to the west. 
Althorn large part of the old do­ 
minion previously had been voted 
dry iii local option elections, tho new 
state law closed nioro than 800 sa­ 
loons, mostly in Richmond, Norfolk, 
Newport News, Lynchburg, Peters­ 
burg, aoanoke and Bristol. 
The law Is one of the most dras­ 
tic ever passed by a state legislature. 
No beverages except cider can be 
sold that shows a trace of alcohol, 
and possession of m ore than one 
gallon of whiskey, one gallon of 
w'ine, or three gallons of beer would 
be regarded as prima facie evidence 
of intent to violate th e law.

JOHN BARRETT GIVES 
SUMMARY OF REPORT 


Urgently Ret inned 
Prom Studying 
European Viewpoint of Influence 
of tin* War On Pan American Com­ 
merce. 


Washington, Oct. 31.— In an ad­ 
vance statement issued today, John 
Barrett, director general of the Pan 


I American Union, who has recently re­ 
turned from a special trip to England 
and France to study 
tho European 
viewpoint of the influence of the war 
upon Pan American commerce, gives 
a summary of the report w h i c h he 
has prepared. 
While abroad he con­ 
ferred with leading officials and rep­ 
resentative financiers and manufac­ 
turers connected with foreign trade, 
being afforded every facility in his 
investigations by both 
government 
and private interests. 
By invitation 
of the British and French authorities 
he also spent a week at the battle­ 
front in France, from Verdun to the 
Somme. 
The report also reaches the 
following conclusions of concern to 
the commercial and financial inter­ 
ests of tho United States arui Latin 
America: 
i 
1. 
Not 
a 
government 
official, 
hanker or general business man, or 
any army officer, would express a 
positive opinion as to the duration or ( 
end of the war, except that the ma­ 
jority plainly believed that it. would 
last well into 1918 or even longer. 
j 
2. 
A most powerful semi-official 
organization and movement has been j 
quietly but effectively started in beth 
England and France, 
not only to ' 
nm Re now an extraordinary' effort to 
maintain their present trade with the 
Americas and regain what m ay have 
been lost during the first tw o years 
of the war, but to prepare ahead for 
a greater effort 
after 
the war in 
building up this trade than they ever 
made before. 
3. 
Under 
conditions 
which 
amount to encouragement and almost 
to actual government aid, a large va­ 
riety of industries heretofore little 
developed, and hence figuring slight­ 
ly in the foreign trade of these coun­ 
tries, is being rapidly developed and 
will surely play a prominent part in 
their future commerce and iii compe­ 
tition with the United .States and 
other countries. 
4. 
A vast practical army of very 
skilled but reasonably paid labor is 
being trained and developed all over 
Great Britain and France in the form 
of women workers, who will increase 
immensely the efficiency of manufac­ 
ture and the volume of output of for 
eign commerce despite the loss of 
male and skilled labor resulting from 
the war. 
5. 
Notwithstanding the extraor­ 
dinary financial burdens of th e war 
the British and French financial arui 
commercial interests, recognizing the 
plainly injurious effect upon their 
foreign commerce 
of 
their present 
withdrawal from 
financing govern­ 
ment loans and private undertakings 
in Latin America and that the Unit­ 
ed States is rapidly supplanting them 
in this respect, are now planning to 
co-operate in caring for this field in 
the future as they have done in the 
past. 
6. 
Everywhere, however, in both 
official and private circles, there is 
not only an 
expressed 
belief that 
there is abundant room in South and 
Central America for the financial and 
commercial efforts both of the Unit­ 
ed States and of England and France 
but a sincere desire to co-operate as 
far as possible with the commercial 
and financial interests of the United 
States iii order 
to avoid a ruinous 
competition that would be harmful 
to all concerned. 
Everywhere, more­ 
over, strange as it may seem, there 
is decided optimism rather than pes-J 
simism about tho effect of the war on 
the capacity of England and France 
to care successfully for their foreign 
trade under war conditions and again 
under the conditions which w ill fol­ 
low the war.

Tho high schools in these cities 
have depended in some measure on 
these high tuitions to maintain their 
schools. 
On tile other hand, under the old 
law', there was a constant tendency 
to hold the tuition down because the 
boards in the districts 
having no 
high schools would send their pupils 
to the schools charging tho lower 
tuition. 
School officials predict, if the old 
law again conies into effect, there 
will bo a noticeable lowering of high 
school tuitions. 
The state distributive 
fund 
is 
made up of a one mill tax on the dol­ 
lar on all taxable property in tho 
state. 
It amounts to approximately 
$4,000,000 each year. 
Out of this 
fund is paid $240,000 for county su­ 
perintendents' salaries, $200,000 to 
township 
treasurers, 
and

teachers’ pensions.

The operation of the high school 
tuition act has been suspended in ten 
counties where injunction proceed 
irjgs were brought to restrain tho 
j payment of funds under its provi­ 
sions.

The suffragists are w orking along 
three lines, or at least have three 
propositions before them, as follows: 
I. To amend the constitution by pre­ 
senting directly a full suffrage am ­ 
endm ent; 2. To amend th e am ending 
clause; 3. To hold a constitutional 
convention and build a new consti­ 
tution. 
The 
full 
suffrage 
am endm ent 
would be presented to the people by 
the legislature’s voting to place it 
on the ballot at the next succeeding 
election. 
The resolution proposing 
an am endm ent requires a two-thirds 
vote of both blanches of the general 
assembly. The passage of the am end­ 
ment requires a m ajority of all the 
votes cast at the election. 
In this 
provision lies the chief 
objection 
made by those opposed to the 
suffrage am endm ent. They say a suf­ 
frage am endm ent can never be mus­ 
her a m ajority of all the votes cast. 
They believe it could receive a m a­ 
jority of the votes cast on the am end­ 
ment. 
Too many voters neglect spe­ 
cial propositions, either thru ignor­ 
ance or carelessness, they say and 
every persons who fails to vote on 
Hie am endm ent in effect votf's against 
it. 
The am ending clause of the con­ 
stitution provides that “ the general 
assembly shall have no power to pro­ 
pose am endm ents to m ore than one 
article of this constitution 
at the 
same session, nor to the sam e article 
tier than once in four years,” and 
that a m ajority of all votes cast at 
the election is required for passage 
of tho am endm ent.

Too m any think:— w hen they take time 
to think—as they are prospering, that 
all is well with them. 
T h ey are dis­ 
inclined 
even 
to 
give 
thought 
to 
changes in the method ort government. 
They Jose sight of the fact th a t Hie 
present prosj*erity of Use country bus 
been brought about by the studious 
devotion of the people to th e details 
I.of governm ent in the past. 
T he changes th a t have become nec- 
lesaary in our method of government 
a re largely due to die wisdom of the 
praos of those who, in form er years, 
devoted 
themselves 
to 
constitution 
m aking. 
It w as not expected th a t the 
Illinois constitutions of 1818, 1848 and 
I HIO w ere to la.s*t forever. 
T hey were 
the preliminary steps of building up 
tim state. And, th e se first efforts have 
succeeded even beyond the most vi­ 
sionary dream s of those who framed 
them. 
Tho 1S70 constitution of Illinois has 
developed our financial and m aterial 
resources. T h e new conditions brought 
| about by it require that it be am ended 
to provide for them.

T he needs of th e state and its mu­ 
nicipalities have outgrown conditions 
as they existed (even as late as 1870.
